Then 
the aircraft must be made ready. 
Then all the highly efficient m eth­ 
ods of the air transport operators 
must be employed 
to establish 
new' air transport outposts, install 
additional handling and mainten­ 
ance facilities, and develop the 
large volumes of passenger and 
cargo business necessary to make 
the new fines profitable. 
But meanwhile, the Air Trans­ 
port Command provides a handy 
measuring rod on the practicabil­ 
ity of world-wide air' transport. 
And wartime performance of super 
transports 
within 
the 
country 
gives us another clue. 
Map Shows Routes 
The map of the Air Tranlport 
Command world air routes repro­ 
duced with this column shows how 
the big planes in war-time have 
already reached out beyond our 
neighboring oceans to bring with­ 
in a v ax im u m of two days’ flying 
such remote and romantic places 
as 
Calcutta, 
Chungking, 
Leyte, 
Brisbane, New Caledonia and Hon­ 
olulu in the Pacific area; London, 
Paris, Casablanca, Cairo, K har­ 
toum and Teheran in the Euro­ 
pean and Middle Eastern regions;

CHRISTOPHER M O R L E Y says: "N o one can ever say that 
the Scots are thrifty with their humor, they give it away in handfuls.” 
You’ll find plenty of all varieties in "T h e World, the Flesh and Father 
Smith” by Bruce Marshall, a story written 
by a Scotchman about a Scottish priest liv­ 
ing in the environs of Edinburgh. This 
altogether delightful story is a Book-of- 
the-Month Club selection for July, along 
with "U p Front” by Bill Mauldin. 
In the Scottish city, the Church of 
Rome is a minority, and Father Smith is 
not surprised when he encounters a hood­ 
lum sign in the market place, "N o Popery 
Aloud.” When he is beset upon by other 
hoodlums and knocked unconscious with a 
stone, 
he 
accepts 
his 
martyrdom 
with 
philosophy. "T h a t’s the great thing about 
persecution,” he says, "it keeps you up to 
the mark. It’s habit, not hatred, that is the real enemy of the Church 
of God.” 
There is always great tolerance for the weaknesses of human nature 
in this modest pilgrim. When a dying old 
sailor cannot admit to being sorry that 
during his lifetime he has known the joys 
of beautiful Chinese girls with gold-lac­ 
quered nails and black satin slippers, Father 
Smith understands. "Are you sorry then 
that you’re not sorry?” Yes, the sailor is 
sorry he is not sorry. Father Smith decided 
that God would understand and absolve 
him from his sins. 
The story follows the growth of its hero from 1908, when Father 
Smith was forty, to his death— after the fatigues of the blitz— about 
1943. In "The World, the Flesh and Father Smith” Bruce Marshall has 
created one of the most lovable characters of modern fiction.

That question is 
frequently asked at the 1045 Law­ 
rence Avenue, Chicago, Social Se­ 
curity Board field office, accord­ 
ing to m anager Henry T. William­ 
son. 
“ No one should have more than 
one social security card or social 
security 
account 
number,” 
Mr. 
Williamson said. “ No m atter how- 
many 
different 
employers 
you 
may have or how many different 
cities or States you may work in, 
the same account number should 
be used. Your employer reports 
your wages to be Collector of In­ 
ternal Revenue under your name 
and the account number you have 
given to nim. The number on your 
social security card is the number 
of your old-age and survivors in­ 
surance account in which a rec­ 
ord is kept of the wages reported 
for you. 
“The insurance benefits payable 
to you at 65, or to your surviv­ 
ors in case of your death, are bas­ 
ed on that account.

Statue of Freedom 
The 19-foot bronze female figure 
which surmounts the capitol of the 
United States is the “Statue of Free­ 
dom.” Originally named “Armed 
Liberty” it w-as modeled in Italy by 
Thomas Crawford from plans ap­ 
proved by Jefferson Davis, who was 
chairman of the committee on pub­ 
lic buildings in 1850.

Originator and conductor of the

bank

Heights is the well-known 
Ma. 
Johnson, who operates the bank in 
the Parkview tavern. Elver-popular 
with the boys themselves, the Dank 
has gained 
fame among 
service 
camps v id stations throughout the 
world. 
Mar long ago started collecting 
letters and war souvenirs sent oy 
local men in service. His collection 
was slow in starting, but soon gain­ 
ed momentum. 
Laterally hundreds 
of souvenirs of all shapes and size.* 
have poured into Mac’s collection. 
Bazooka projectiles, cartridges, 
shells, knives, Jap and Nazi lilies 
and flags, helmets and belts are ali 
included. Hundreds of arm insignia 
have been presented to Mar, as 
have dozens of pictures of local 
servicemen. 
But the leader of the entire pa­ 
rade has been 
the 
servicemen's 
traveling bank. 
Here is how it works: 
Each week a name is chosen at 
random, and entered on a card af­ 
fixed to a small toy car with a 
money slot in its back. 
This car 
rests on the bar of the tavern, in­ 
viting anyone interested to drop in 
a few coms. 
Many 
non-customers 
of 
the 
tavern 
have 
contributed to the 
bank as it is in full view of the 
street, especially in 
tne summer 
time when the door is open and 
women shoppers can stop in, insert 
their donation, and continue with 
their work, 
included in the bank 
funds, in addition to donations, are 
all pennies paid across the counter 
for cigarettes. 
At the end of the week the bank 
is emptied, and the money sent to 
the serviceman, 
lf a man is sta­ 
tioned within this country a money 
order is sent to him in care of his 
commanding officer. 
A signed re­ 
ceipt is always returned to Mar. 
Where a man is stationed overseas, 
the money is usually deposited in 
the 
Arlington 
Heights 
National 
bank, and the deposit slip sent to 
the serviceman.* 
Some persons have often won­ 
dered just how the names were 
picked, many 
thinking a 
lottery 
was conducted. There is no lottery 
involved. 
The names are picked 
from local service rolls as knowl­ 
edge of them came to the bank.

Opel 
ations fro ii Tinian and other Mar 
ianas based Super Forts have de- a 
stroyed an estimated 120 
square j 
miles of area in 6 large Japanese 
industrial cities.

Lee A. Sommers, assistant pro 
fessor of vegetable gardening ex 
tension, University of Illinois Col* 
I lege of Agriculture, suggests tha

J give a continuous harvest over the 
I longest possible period. 
“To do this we must make sue 
; cession plantings of some of the 
j v.arm-season crops and we must 
I plant a fall garden.”

Succession plantings 
of 
sweet 
I corn may be made to July I or a 
| few days later. Snap beans plant 
| ed in late June or early July are 
not likely to yield a good crop; 
however, plantings may be resum­ 
ed in late July with final planting 
in Mid-August. Frequently the late 
plantings yield crops of superioi 
quality for canning or quick freez­ 
ing. 
A late planting 
of 
cucumbers 
made in early August will give a 
nice crop of slicing and salad cukes 
Fall crops of cabbage and cauli­ 
flower may be seeded directly 
in 
the garden about mid-June. 
A 
small planting of Chinese cabbage 
for late fall use may also be made 
at this time. 
The 95 to 105-day 
crops 
are 
Italian broccoli, carrots, beets, kale 
and endive. 
The 70 
to 
80-day 
day group includes Chinese cab­ 
bage, turnips, kohlrabi. 
Cos let­ 
tuce, head lettuces and winter rad­ 
ishes, all to be planted in late July. 
The 45 td 55-day group consists of 
leaf lettuce, radishes, spinach and 
mustard. 
About 
mid-October is 
normal 
time of the first killing frost, and 
this date should be kept in mind 
when making plantings. 


Correct milking 
methods 
the prevention of injuries to 
udder of the dairy cow comprise 
two of the most important factors 
in the dairymen’s fight against 
the costly and wasteful discase 
known as bovine chronic infec­ 
tious mastitis. 
A current progress report on 
what is being accomplished in a 
state-wide program of encourag­ 
ing dairymen to learn important 
points of mastitis control reveals 
these two main features. The de­ 
partment of animal pathology and 
hygiene at tile University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture in 
releasing 
the 
report 
says 
that 
about 95 per cent of the control 
of the disease depends entirely 
upon the dairyman. 
“ Dairy farmers arc almost un­ 
animous in their opinion that a 
correct milking procedure ranks 
first 
in the control of infecti­ 
ous mastitis,” the report states. 
A healthy udder is the ultimate 
objective of the mastitis control 
program, because a healthy udder 
produces a higher quality and a 
greater quantity of milk and is 
not a source in the spread of 
a contagious disease.” - 
Correct 
milking involves the 
washing of the udder and teats 
about a minute before milking, 
and then drawing 
one or two 
streams of milk from each teat 
into a strip cup. The udder and 
teats are cleaned 
in this way, 
the 
milk-producing 
glands 
are 
stimulated and the cows that give 
abnormal milk can be detected. 
The foremilk containing a high 
bacterial 
count 
is 
discarded. 
Milking machines are left on on­ 
ly three or four minutes; some 
cows require less time and others 
slightly more. The teats of the 
cow are dipped in a chlorine sol­ 
ution immediately after: stripping. 
The machine is cleaned thorough­ 
ly with cold water and then with 
warm chlorine solution after each 
milking period. 
Injury to the teats or udder 
makes possible the entrance of 
bacteria into the udder and is the 
cause of 95 per cent of the cases 
of mastitis. 
Everything possible 
must be 
done to eliminate all hazards that 
may in any way endanger the ud­ 
der of the dairy cow. Such I ac­ 
tors mentioned were 
plenty of 
stall space and freedom for the 
head, sufficient bedding, smooth 
gutter edges and removal of wire 
or trash from the yard.

“At the close of the present 
war many Illinois farmers and 
landowners will hold more govern­

J. Norton, acting head, depart­ 
ment of agricultural economics, 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. “It is likely to af­ 
fect profoundly the attitude of 
many farmers toward the post­ 
war situation.” 
Figures recently released indi­ 
cate that the mortgage debt on 
Illinois farm land stood at 291 
million 
dollars 
on 
January 
I, 
1945, a reduction of 128 million, 
or 30 per cent, since 1940. It is 
necessary to go back 35 years to 
1910 to find as low a debt, ana 
the total reduction is 59 per cent 
from the 
711-million-dollar peak 
reached in January, 1924. 
With interest rates at the low­ 
est level in the history of the 
state, the debt burden is now the 
lightest in many years, Norton 
revealed. 
He 
disclosed 
further 
that this reduction in recent years 
reflects favorable wartime earn­ 
ings and a conservative attitude 
toward purchasing land with bor­ 
rowed funds. 
Norton 
indicated 
that 
this 
lighter 
deft load 
put Illinois 
farmers into a strong position to 
face any decline in postwar in­ 
come. Many farmers will not be 
so severely squeezed as was the 
(ase after 1920, and their reac­ 
tions to postwar income adjust­ 
ments are likely to be consider­ 
ably different, the economist be­ 
lieves. 
He 
pointed 
out that reduced 
debts also put 
more farmers 
and landowners into stronger po­ 
sition to finance the large scale 
land and building improvements 
which are planned by many indi­ 
viduals as soon as labor and ma­ 
terials become available. These in­ 
vestments will aid in maintain­ 
ing postwar employment and mar­ 
kets for farm products, he said. 
Reduced debt burden also puts 
many landowners into position to 
purchase additional

Leafhoppers do 
much damage in 
potato patch 


Potato leafhoppers are small in­ 
sects but they do big damage, 
J. W. Apple, field entomologist, 
Illinois State Natural History Sur­ 
vey, asserts that the leafhopper is 
such a small insect that the casual 
observer easily discounts its im­ 
portance. 
Both young and adult 
hoppers feed on the plant by suck­ 
ing plant juices. 
Besides potatoes 
the leafhopper feeds on young ap­ 
ple trees, beans, eggplant, toma­ 
toes, soybeans, clover and alfalfa. 
Since the insect is green or yel­ 
lowish green, it blends with the 
foliage so well that often it is not 
detected. 
Yields are greatly reduced where 
large portions of the potato leaves 
are attacked by the 
leafhopper. 
Leaflets turn yellow beginning at 
the tip and then around the mar­ 
gin, gradually spreading 
toward 
the midrib. Dead parts eventually 
curl up and become brown and brit­ 
tle^ 
A Bordeaux 
mixture is 
most 
commonly used to control the po­ 
tato leafhopper. 
This mixture is 
made up of 8 pounds 
powdered 
copper sulfate, 8 pounds hydrated 
spray lime and IOO gallons water. 
First treatment should be applied 
as soon as the leafhoppers 
first 
appear. Applications should be re­ 
peated at intervals of IO to 
14 
days, the number depending on the 
prevalence of the leafhoppers. 


Move over, Bossie 
Rye pasture 
good for 75 
proves 
lb. pigs 


Pasture appears to be a miracle 
feed for pigs up to 75 lbs. in 
weight. 
The “grass juice factor,” 
as it is sometimes called, has a 
subtle beneficial effect upon the 
pigs that has not been 
secured 
from anything else that has been 
tried.* In several years of research 
by J. L. Krider and others at the 
University of Illinois, the 
only 
practical subsititute found for lus­ 
cious green pasture in pig rations 
has been early-cut 
green-colored 
leafy alfalfa hay when fed in gen­ 
erous amounts. 
Rye pasture has given splendid 
results partly because it is green 
and succulent at a time in win­ 
ter and early sprring when there 
is no other green growth. So great 
is the benefit when rye pasture is 
added to a dry ration for young 
pigs in winter that Dr. W. E. Car­ 
roll, Head of the Animal Husban­ 
dry 
Department, has 
suggested 
that it would be very appropriate 
for Illinois hog raisers to erect a 
monument to rye. 
The University has voiced 
the 
praises of rye pasture for pigs dur­ 
ing the last IO years. 
Many far­ 
mers have responded by sowing a 
small field of rye each fall for use 


with fall pigs or for brood sows 
in winter or for sow’s with their 
early spring litters. Not only does 
the rye improve the ration, but it 
saves the wear and tear on other 
pastures iii March and April. 
In promoting the idea of 
rye 
pasture for pigs, E. T. 
Robbins, 
livestock extension 
specialist 
of 
the University, sometimes tells of 
his own experience 46 years ago 
before swine sanitation became a 
serious problem. 
He had a 6-acre 
field which he sowed to rye each 
fall. 
The next spring it was pas­ 
tured heavily until late May, when 
it was plowed and 90-day corn was 
planted among the Cods. 
It pro­ 
duced a fair crop, which was hog­ 
ged down in September before the 
ground was disked and sown to 
rye again. 
He suggests that rye 
pasture deserves a place on every 
hog farm, and that it can be use ! 
in a variety of ways.

The important part that alfalfa 
plays in putting nitrogen back 
into the soil, and what this ele­ 
ment means in terms of fertilizer 
to the grower when the crop is 
fed to livestock 
on the farm 
was cited this week by H. J. 
Snider, assistant chief, soil ex­ 
periment fields. University of Il­ 
linois College of Agricultnre. 
The agronomist reported that a 
four-ton 
yield of alfalfa 
was 
found 
to contain an average of 
220 
pounds 
of 
nitrogen, 
14.4 
pounds of phosphorus, IOO pounds 
of potassium & approximately 500 
pounds of j limestone. As a legume 
crop, 
alfalfa 
takes only 
about 
one-third of its nitrogen from the 
soil and two-thirds from the at­ 
mosphere. This allows a gain of 
147 pounds of nitrogen in four 
tons of hay. 
With only one-third of the nit­ 
rogen in alfalfa taken from the 
soil, 
snider points 
that 
this 
would mean a 
removal of 18 
pounds of nitrogen, 3.6 pounds of 
phosphorus, 25 pounds of potas­ 
sium 
and about 125 
pounds of 
limestone by each ton of hay. 
At present prices for fertilizers 
these elements might be replaced 
at a 
cost of about $4.00, which 
lepresents the amount Tif soil fer­ 
tility loss for each ton of alfalfa 
sold from the farm. 
Snider observes that when a ton 
of hay is sold the two-thirds, or 
37 pounds, of nitrogen obtained 
from the air goes with no gain to 
the groover, but rather as a gain 
to the buyer of the bay. 
But 
when alfalfa is fed on the farm 
where it is grown and the man­ 
ure is returned to the land, there 
w’ould be a large gain in nitro­ 
gen and the phosphorus and pot­ 
assium loss would be greatly les­ 
sened.

To refute statem en ts by some 
critics of price control the OPA 
policies have worked general fin­ 
ancial hardship on business, ( bes­ 
te r Bowles, OPA adm inistrator, re­ 
leased a study of financial sta te ­ 
m ents of 1,120 leading A m erican 
corporations. 
These figures indi- ^ 
cate th ^ t profits both before and 
a fte r tax es in the firs t six m onths 
of 1044, w ith few exceptions, con­ 
tinued f a r above peacetim e levels. 
The study shows, says Mr. Bowles, 
th a t average profits, in d u stry by 
industry, range from earnings, by 
a bare handful, only slightly in 
excess of industries p re-w ar prof­ 
its, to earnings IO and 12 tim es 
w hat w as realized by th e indus­ 
tries before the war. 
Mr. Bowles also disagrees with 
those critics who, while adm itting 
th a t corporate profits have increas­ 
ed, state th a t small business firm s 
have suffered.
